AFDC - A public assistance program designed to provide
aid for children who are deprived of financial support and
care due to the absence, incapacity, unemployment, or
death of either parent. Has been replaced by CalWORKSs in
most cases.

AFDC-FG provides aid to children in a family group in
which the child is deprived because of the absence,
incapacity or death of either parent. Has been replaced by
CalWORKSs.

AFDC-FC provides aid to needy children in foster care.
Has not been replaced by CalWORKs.

AFDC-U provides aid to children in a family group in which
the child is deprived because of the unemployment of the
principal wage earner living in the home. Has been
replaced by CalWORKs.

Acquired Immunodeficiency Syndrome

Asset Match System

The 12 month period from October 1 of each calendar year
through September 30 of the following calendar year.

Contracts with insurance companies that provide tax
deferral on your investment. They can be fixed rate or
variable and there is no limit to the amount you can
contribute each year. You give your money to an
insurance company to invest over a specific period of time
and the money earns tax-deferred interest until it is
withdrawn.

CLETS - A state network that gives agents access to
California motor vehicle records, rap sheets and
fingerprints.

Also known as Telecommunication Relay Services
CalWORKSs Program - Formerly known as AFDC with some
exceptions. The maximum time limit for receiving benefits
from this program is 60 months.

Program.

A basis for deprivation in the determining of eligibility for
CW. Continued absence exists when the natural parent is
physically absent from the home and the nature of the
absence constitutes a substantial severance of marital and
family ties which deprives the child of at least one of the
natural parents.

Related to duration; e.g., something continues throughout
someone's childhood.

A rural county that contracts with the state CMSP for some

medical services. The funding comes from the state, not
the county, and is not from Medi-Cal.

A person who executed an affidavit(s) of support or similar
agreement on behalf of an alien as a condition of the
alien’s entry or admission into the United States as a
permanent resident.

An alien whose entry into the United States was sponsored
by a person or any public or private agency or organization
who, as a part of this sponsorship, executed an affidavit of
support or similar agreement on behalf of the alien (who is
not the child or spouse of the sponsor) as a condition of the
alien’s entry into the United States. An alien lawfully
admitted for permanent residence into the United States as
an immigrant as defined under the Immigration and
Naturalization Act.

An abbreviation used in that part of a record, pleading, or
affidavit called the “statement of the venue.” Commonly
translated to read “to-wit” and supposed to be a contraction
of “scilicet”.

SACSS - A federally-mandated statewide child support
reporting system that links all counties’ family support
division records to the Department of Child Support
Services.

SAWS - A system that automates the major public
assistance programs, including CW, FS, and Medi-Cal,
while ensuring uniform application of program policy and
client services.

The person who is married to the parent of a child and who
is not the natural parent of that child.

The adoption of the children of one’s spouse.

SU - An individual or group of individuals which may
include step-parent and spouse, their separate and
common children, and any other persons living in the home
who may be claimed by the step-parents as dependents for
federal income tax purposes when they are not in the
Family Budget Unit (FBU).

An agreement between the parties to an action. All FSD
stipulations are submitted to the court. The court accepts

the terms of the agreement and makes an order.
